GASOLINE FOK EX G. I. IDE 
At long last justice is to be done to discharged vet­ 
erans in the matter of gasoline, and the G. I. Joe, who 
is no longer a member of the armed forces, is going to 
receive the same consideration that has been enjoyed by 
his brother soldier home on furlough, the O. P. A. hav­ 
ing announced Tuesday afternoon that beginning Friday 
discharged veterans will be allowed thirty gallons of 
gas to use as they see fit. 
They will not have to tell 
the ration board they wrant gasoline to go out and look 
for a job as many of them did in the past. 
All they 
will have to do is show their discharge papers and tell 
the person in charge at the ration board what they 
want ana they will get their thirty gallons of gas with­ 
out ado. 
Whether or not the editorial published in the Times- 
Mirror a couple of weeks ago informing the public how 
the discharged veteran was b< mg discriminated against 
had anything to do with the ruling of the Office of Price 
Administration putting the discharged man on an equal 
footing with the furloughee we are unable ';o say for a 
certainty, but we are egotistical enough to believe that 
it did have something to do with it. 
W e know that 
congressmen and senators were flooded with reprints 
of the editorial and “letters to the editor” and we heard 
directly from several senators and congressmen that 
they were going to do something about it. Anyw’ay the 
thing is settled and Joe is going to get his gas. 
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TALK OF PE A C E 
It is unlikely that the peace rumors and “peace 
feelers” are at an end, even though the Japanese have 
received and rejected the Ameriean-British-Chinese ulti­ 
matum. For the Jap warlords, despite their saber-ratil­ 
ing, are obviously preoccupied with the idea of ending 
the war. 
To this end they have made some ridiculous pro­ 
posals. They have suggested peace terms w’hich wfould 
create a status quo ante Pearl Harbor and restore the 
very conditions that brought on hostilities. 
These proposals might be sensible in a condition of 
stalemate and mutual exhaustion. They might even be 
offered by a magnanimous victor. But from the leader­ 
ship of a country faced with imminent and terrible de­ 
struction, they are only ludicrous. 
Continuation of Japanese resistance is puzzling, and 
has been for a long time. 
The Jap leaders know the 
Allies’ strength. They know they are doomed to defeat, 
And they have long had a general idea of the peace 
terms. The ultimatum s conditions were not particularly 
new or startling. 
But the conditions were unmistakably final: “fallow­ 
ing are our terms. 
We will nut deviate from them. 
There are no alternatives. We shall brook no delay.” 
Why then does the Japanese government invite ruin 
on itself and its people? Has it so long divorced honesty 
from diplomacy that it thinks all other governments do 
the same? Or has it been misled by the very minority 
sentiment in this country that calls for an early peace 
with Japan, even if the terms are moderate and favor­ 
able to the enemy? 


It must be conceded that the clamor here at home 
for a definition of “unconditional surrender” may have 
been partly responsible for the ultimatum. 
There was 
no such demand in high places for the same definition 
when Germany was on her last legs. 
Then only the 
most disreputable domestic Fascists professed not to 
understand the meaning of unconditional surrender, or 
to ask something less drastic for the Nazis. 
But it does not necessarily mean, because the govern­ 
ment has acceded to demands for this definition in Jap­ 
an’s case, that it regards Japan as either a less import­ 
ant enemy or less of a menace to world peace than the 
Germans. 


It may be that this government and its Allies feel 
that there is more fanaticism in the Japanese field com­ 
mands and among the common soldiers than there is in 
the Tokyo government. 
With Germany it was some­ 
what different. Her army was no pushover, but troops 
did surrender in droves when the game was up. It w as 
in the highest Nazi circles that fanaticism was const­ 
antly preached and practiced. 
I erhaps the Allies feel that the Japanese people 
whose modern history of militarism is not quite so black 
as the Germans’, have now learned their lessons and 
are ready to behave once the warlords are turned out. 
Which leads us to wonder;

Dear Sir; 
Several months ago you consent­ 
ed to publish certain safety hints 
to motorists anc! pedestrians under 
the caption “State Police Say”. 
Your paper is one of one hundred 
twenty-five weeklies and dailies 
carrying those items in the twen­ 
ty-three counties of western Penn­ 
sylvania comprising the district in 
which I have command of State 
Police activities. 
This feature is 
not in effect elsewhere in the state. 
It is interesting to note that 
statistics covering traffic accident 
fatalities in Pennsylvania for the 
first five months of 1945 show that 
IOO fewer persons were killed than 
in the corresponding five months 
of 1944. 
This includes both rural 
and city-borough accidents. 
In 
rural areas only, there were 55 
fewer persons killed than in the 
corresponding five months of last 
year. 
To me, it is still more interest­ 
ing to note that, of the over-all 
reduction of IOO traffic deaths, the 
twenty-three counties in my area 
show a reduction of 6 4 ; and, of the 
reduction of 55 in rural areas, my 
area shows a reduction of 45. 
There is no way in which we can 
determine all the factors causing 
this marked decrease in avoidable 
deaths. 
My officers, my men and 
myself are very sure the safety 
educational value of the items you 
have been publishing is largely 
responsible. 
With your generous 
help and cooperation, we intend 
I to carry on with this program. 
In 1941, the last year of normal 
traffic, there were nearly forty 
thousand persons killed in motor 
vehicle accidents in the United 
States—39,982 to be exact. 
Not 
until the invasion of France in 
June, 1944, did our killed-in-battle 
fatalities equal the monthly rate 
reflected by those pre-war automo­ 
bile deaths. 
i 
It is possible post-war traffic 
may take fifty or sixty thousand 
lives yearly. 
Your help in pub­ 
lishing our safety articles is a 
real credit to the newspaper tradi­ 
tion of public service, and will, no 
doubt, save many lives. 
Not only do I extend to you my 
sincere thanks and appreciation, 
but that of my officers and men 
as well, as it was their suggestion 
I write you this letter.
